Dispatches to the American border 
announce that the Mexican treasury 
had called upon fiscal agents through- 
out the republic to transfer available 
funds to the Capital to meet the in- 
creased expenses of military operations.

Necessary to Carry On 
Work of Relief. 


Girding itself for a determined effort 
to attain its goal of 5,000,000 members 
in the eleventh annual roli call, whicb 
will open on Armistice Day, the Ameri- 
can Nationa) Red Cross closed its an- 
nuai convention here yesterday. 

The convention unanimously ratified 
the action of the centra! commitee in 
fixing 5,000,000 members-as the goal for 
the rol! call. Each chapter was urged 
to do its utmost itn attaining the de- 
sired membership. The prevailing sen- 
timent was that the attempt will be a 
success. 

More Funds Needed. 


The Red Cross needs an additional 
revenue of more than $1,000,000 a year 
tc carry on its work, which is of such 
broad and general scope, it was de- 
clared at the closing éession. 

During the last five years. it was de- 
clared, the Red Cross has had to draw 
on its reserve funds at the rate of 
$1,037,000 a year to supplement con- 
tributions made for relief in specific 
disasters. Therefore, it was declared, 
if the organization is to maintain its 
foreign and domestic budget at the 
exhaustive rate which has marked the 
last five years, additional funds must 
be found. : 

During the last five years, it was 
pointed out, the organization has ex- 
pended more than $43,000,000 in dis- 
aster relief. The number of disasters 
in which the Red Cross furnishes aid 
annually reaches more than 100, large 
and small, 


Larger Contributions Sought. 


Of that amount expended during the 
five-year period, it was stated, $37,831,- 
000 has been raised in special appeals. 
The remainder, $5,194,000, has. been 
drawn from the reserve funds of the 
organization. The Red Cross supports 
its budget for usual activities with 
membership funds, and with interest 
on the endowment, reserve and sur- 
pluses. There is need, therefore, it 
was stated, that the Red Cross be re- 
lieved from making expenditures from 
its own resources in major disaster 
relief, and contributions must more 
adequately fit the need. 

The necessity of maintaining an ade- 
quate reserve was stressed by James 
K. McClintock, financial assistant to 
the chairman; who declared such re- 
serve moneys was necessary for quick 
aetion before the public’s contributions 
began to come in. 

Round table cofferences in the aft- 
ernoon closed the convention. A reso- 
lution of thanks to Herbert Hoover and 
to all who participated in Mississippi 
flood relief was passed at the morning 
session. The eighth annual conven- 
tion will be held here next October at 
a date to be fixed by the central com- 
mittee 

Last night a pageant, entitled ‘The 
Vision Splendid,’ was presented by 
members of the Junior Red Cross in 
the auditorium of Eastern High School. 
More than 100 junior members par- 
ticipated in the tableaux, which por- 
trayed every phase of the Red Cross 
service.

‘Centering his talk almost wholly 
around the speeding. up of production 
through use of machinery, Frey struck 
the keynote wage policy of the federa- 
tion in these words: 

“Workers’ wages must keep pace with 
their increasing powers ‘of production.” 

‘He declared the United States was 
the most prosperous country in the 
world both as to gold in vaults ard 
commodity production. but wages, he 
said, had not kept’ pace with the work- 
ers’ power. to produce. ~The question, 
he said; was whether wages were ade- 
quate for the economic protection of 
the country at large. 

Frey extended the hand of coopera- 


tion to the: farmers of the coutitry , 
; Farmers are trying threugh legislation 


to help their conditions, he said, “‘but 
if they don’t attempt to solve their 
problems as we are ‘doing, laws and 
politics ‘will*not help them.” 

Discussing the coal industry, he said 


| that if production were taken into con- 


sideration, America’s miners were earn- 
ing no more than their foreign brethren: 

President Green, taking up the state- 
ment of Frey that wages must keep 
pace with powers of production, laid 
beside it a statement which. he said 
was contained in a speech of Owen D. 
Young, representing the General Elec- 
tric Co. of New York, in a dedicatory 
speech at the Harvard Graduate School 
of Business Administration. The state- 
ment was, in effect, that low wages for 
labor did not necessarily mean high 
profits for capital and that it was 
learned that tthe increasing wage level 
was fully consistent with the com- 
modity price level. 

“We are learning,” the statement read 
by Green continued, “that productivity 
is not measured in hours of labor or 
physical fatigue.” 


A. Farmilo, of Edmonton, ih therta, 
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representing. thie Canadian , ‘Trades- 
Union ‘Congress, reviewed the progress 
of Dominion workingmen for 20 years 
or-‘more., He traced the advent of com- 
pensation:laws in most of the provinces 
and ‘predicted early legislative victories 
for labdér im Saskatchewan ‘and Quebec. 

Investigation by Federal officials of 
charges that radio “is controlled and 
fast becoming monopolized by capital 
and. vested’ interests to the exclusion 
of the rights and interest of organized 
labor and others,” is asked in a pend- 
ing resolution. Delegates George K. 
Berry and Clayton A. Pense, of the In- 
ternational Printing Pressmen’s and |. 
Assistants’ Union, sponsored the reso- 
lution. 

Other resolutions demand a mini- 
mum wage of $1,500 a. year for Fed- 
eral employes, an eight-hour day and 
a six-day week for oil field workers, 
elimination of convict labor, opposi- 
tion to-Fascist principles of govern- 
ment, rehabilitation of the Mississippi 
Valley and control-of.flood waters and 
support of the eight-hour day for 
sailors of the American merchant ma- 
rine. 

One resolution charges that many 
“outlaw iron workers” have caused dis- 
content ih the ranks of organized la- 
bor and in some instances have been 
responsible for secessions from the 
federation. An investigation is asked. 


Affects Embassy Here. 


Three’ resolutions, acd@@pted for in- 
troduction after the time limit by 
unanimous consent, today were placed 
on’top of 70 others which have~ been 
started on their way to the convention 
floor. 

One would authorize the federation 
to use its good offices in seeing that a 
contract for erection of a new British 
Embassy Building at Washington, D. 
C., is let to union labor. Its author is 
Walter V. Price, of Washington. 

Two others, one proposing “academic 
freedom” and another providing for 
federation aid in rehabilitating schools 
in the devastated areas of the Misis- 
sippi Valley, were introduced by Mrs,

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ON THE SOLOMON ISLES 


Most Serious Attack Ever 
Reported in British-Ruled 
Territory. 


A tale of wholesale murder in the Solo- 
mon Islands, some of the victims being 
white men and British officials, reached 
here today. 

The British high commissioner for 
the western Pacific received a wireless 
dispatch from Tulagi, Solomon Islands, 
saying jthat a trader had arrived there 
aboard the British steamer Auk and 
reported that District Commissioner 
Bell, Cadet Lillies, fifteen native po- 
lice and the crew of the vessel had been 
murdered by natives at Sinarago, on the 
northeast coast of Malaita Island, at 
a date unmentioned. 

The boatswain of the Auk and four 
wounded policemen are the only sur- 
vivors of the massacre. Bell and Lil- 
lies were buried at Kwai. The only 
Europeans in the vicinity are Mr. and 
Mrs. Andrew, in charge of the Seventh 
Day Adventist Mission. They have a 
vessel at their disposal and can easily 
proceed to Kwai, if necessary, where 
the South Sea Evangelical Mission is 


located. No am wre is felt for their 
safety. 


This is the most serious attack on 
white men ever reported in the Solo- 
mon group, and it is the first time gov- 
ernment officials have ever been killed. 


The Solomons are a small group of 
islands belonging to Great Britain and 
situated approximately 900 miles east 
of Australia. 

There are about 80 Europeans in the 
islands.. The total population is esti- 
mated, at 180,000, composed of Malays 
and Papuan negroes.

The nationalist government, which 
is keeping in touch with Yen Hsi-Shan, 
tupan of Shansi province, by radio, 
issued a statement tonight declaring 
that the Shansi troops have captured 
Kalgan, forcing Marshal Chang to re- 
treat to Nankow pass, where the rail- 
road crosses the Great Wall, less than 
30 miles north of Peking. Marshal 
Chang is rushing up heavy artillery 
and cavalry in an attempt to hold the 
situation, but his position also is men- 
aced by another Shansi army advanc- 
ing on Peking from the south, which 
is nearing the town of Paotingfu, less 
than 100 miles from Peking. } 

Meantime, the “Christian general,” 
Feng Yu-Hsiang, tupan of Honan 
Province, is reported to be making 
rapid progress advancing into western 
Shantung Province for the purpose of 
cutting off Marshal Chang’s allies. 
Gen. Chang Chung-Chang and Mar- 
shal Sun Chuan-Fang, in Shantung 
Province, in order to prevent them 
from dispatching reinforcements north- 
ward. 

Japanese radio ‘reports from Peking 
tonight state that considerable excite- 
ment prevails there, with the city gates 
locked and manned by heavy detach- 
ments’ of Fengtien troops, while the 
foreign forces are manning the walls 
of the legation quarter. Japanese re- 
ports also state that the families. of 
Fengtien leaders rapidly are evacuat- 
ing Mukden, 

Shansi forces occupied Kalgan last 
Tuesday and placarded the city with 
posters supporting the nationalist revo- 
lution and demanding the eviction of 
Marshal Chang, who was branded as 
a tool of the foreign imperialists.

Can Carry Alabama Against 
Smith, Through Dry and 
Religious Sentiment. 


TAMMANY ALSO FEARED

New York, Oct. 6.—If the Republicans 
wish to break the solid South in the 
next presidential election they can do it 
by nominating Herbert Hoover, provid- 
ing the Democrats name Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith, in the opinion of Frederick I. 
Thompson, publisher of five Alabama 
newspapers, 

Mr. Thompson, who is here attending 
the meeting of Associated Press direc- 
tors, bases this belief on his news con- 
tact througk the South rather than on 
any political background. He is confi- 
dent that in the event Smith and 
Hoover make the race, Alabama will be 
carried by Hoover. Mr. Thompson its a 
Democrat, who served on President 
Wilson's Shipping Board for a number 
of years, and has consistently fought 
the Klan through his papers. 

“Hoover is the only Republican who 
can turn the trick,” said Mr. Thompson, 
“but I am certain he can do it. The 
South ‘looks on Hoover as a man of ex- 
traordinary qualities and not as a poll- 
ticlan. They know he is a highly 
trained executive who would be capable 
in every respect of filling his job if he 
should be placed in the White House.

The seriousness of the revolt against 
Galles, in Mexico, now depends on 
how many days or hours it takes the 
Mexican government to snuff out ef- 
fectively the military activities of Gen. 
Gomez. This is the consensus here, 
after reports of Gomez’s death appar- 
ently had no substance. 

On the basis of censored Mexico 
City reports, the capture of Gomez is 
only a matter of 24 hours; his supplies 
are meager and his forces insignificant. 
This information is, however, not 
borne out by other authoritative re- 
ports reaching here. The capture by 
Gomez of the old fortress Perote, be- 
tween Puebla and Jalapa, in the state 
of Vera Cruz—which capture the gov- 
ernment admits—means that Gomez 
probably obtained possession of a con- 
siderable supply of government am- 
munition, machine guns, rifles ¢nd 
artillery tunderstood to have been 
stored there. 


Almada in Revolt. 


Furthermore, if Gomez controls the 
Interoceanic Railroad, he may prevent 
federal forces from pursuing him until 
he has had time to make himself a 
nucleus for spreading revolt and 
gather. around him the _ elements 
hostile to Calles and now infuriated by 
the wholesale executions and stern re- 
pressive measures. 

Every hour thkt Gomez remains at 
liberty in Vera does 8 means just so 
much more danger the revolt be- 
coming really serious. Gen. Hector 
Ignacio Almada, chief of staff of the 
division occupying the _ valley of 
Mexico, who marched out of Mexico 
City with his troops and is now pro- 
ceeding southward to join Gomez, had 
a considerably larger force than the 
government reports referred to. The 
elements of danger to Calles are, there- 
fore, not being ‘judged here altogether 
on the basis of Mexican government 
reports. 

But information reaching here from 
various sources has given the impres- 
sion that Calles gained a pronounced 
advantage by initiating a reign of ter- 
ror before his political enemies were 
aware of the government’s plans. What- 
ever plans Gen. Serrano and Gomez 
may have had against Calles and Ob- 
regon, it appears obvious here that 
Calles turned the political campaign 
into a campaign of military repression 
before his opponents had the oppor- 
tunity to launch .the first blow. 


Deputies Expelled. 


Serrano was shot down along with 
three members of the Mexican congress 
through none of these were subject 
to the death sentence under the Mexi- 
can constitution. Late reports from 
Mexico City state that 25 deputies in 
the Mexican chamber have been ex- 
pelled because they favored the can- 
didacy of Gomez and Serrano. The 
continued executions by the firing 
squads are referred to as “attesting the 


-thoroughness of the Calles method.” 


No one here could even speculate as 
to the number of persons who are 
being executed because they disagree 
with Obregon’s candidacy and there- 
fore have incurred the emnity of the 
Calles. regime.

Dispstches received by the Nogales 
Herald tonight reported the assassi- 
nation last night of Luis Vidal, acting 
governor of the state of Chiapas, 
Mexico, at the door of his palace in 
the capital city of Ttxtla. The dis- 
patch says Vidal was shot by an 
Army officer. 


Serrano’s Revolt Denied. 


Los Angeles, Calif., Oct. 6 (A.P.)—A 
prominent citizen of Mexico, residing 
here, announced receipt of a dispatch 
from the state of Morelos, Mexico, to- 
day, that Gen. Francisco Serrano, presi- 
dential candidate, who was reported 
executed Monday, was not captured in 
open revolt at Cuernavaca, as an- 
nounced by President Calles, but was 
arrested in México City Saturday night, 
spirited away to Cuernavaca, and shot 
to death there Sunday to give color 
to the statement that he had taken 
up arms against the government, 

These: advices further stated that 
when the news of the execution filtered 
into the Mexico City garrison Sunday 
night it precipitated the mutiny led 
by Gen.. Almada. 

It “vas asserted that Serrano’s fate

President in Conference.

Later Sheffield talked with Secretary 
of State Fellogg and another confer- 
ence was held with Undersecretary of 
State Olds, where Mr. Sheffield and 
Dwight W. Morrow, the newly-appoint- 
ed American Ambassador to Mexico, 
were present. 

Unless there should be unexpectcd 
developments in Mexico, Mr. Morrow 
will leave for his post about the mid- 
dle of the month. It is considered 
probable that Calles will appeal to the 
United States to allow him to purchase 
war supplies and ammunition in this 
country in the event of the revolt 
spreading.

Evidently fighting to keep up cour- 
age and not to show the agony of sus- 
pense within him, betrayed by the 
strange look in his eyes when the judges 
withdrew to decide his fate, Gen. Qui- 
jano casually glanced toward the en- 
trance of the hall as though awaiting 
some unexpected event which might 
snatch him to safety. 

A newspaper man brought in a copy 
of an early morning newspaper which 
was snatched by the general, who then 
calmly read the story of his capture. 


He Smiles at the Verdict. 


The judges finally filed ito the hall 
again, and with the guard standing at 
attention the death sentence was pro- 
nounced amid a profound § silence 
among the 80 or so spectators. 

With a parting smile at a photog- 
rapher taking a final snapshot the gen- 
eral departed to await the moment of 
his execution. 

He was executed at 11:25 a. m. by 
the firing squad. . 

President Calles smiled today. 

His always strong and sternly lined 
face, made more rugged by sleepless 
days and nights in directing the cam- 
paign against the rebels, reflected in its 
expression confidence that, as the of- 
ficial press statement said, the gov- 
ernment completely dominated the 
situation and the rebellion would be 
quickly crushed, 

Calles is being called everywhere— 
even by those who differ sharply with 
some of his policies—the strongest man 
Mexico has produced since the day of 
Porfirio Diaz, who ruthlessly dealt with 
disturbers. 


“Calles Is Boss,” People Say. 


The present head of the government 
has shown that his mafled fist can 
strike as swiftly and mercilessly as did 
that of Diaz, if in his opinion it is 
necessary to take drastic action to 
maintain the government. 

The activities of th> courts-martial 
and the firing squads throughout the 
republic, wherever rebel leaders have 
been captured, attest to the thorough- 
ness of the Calles method. 

And throughout the capital the 
people are saying, in effect: ‘Calles is 
boss. Whether you like it or not, he 
is boss. No revolution in Mexico has 
been dealt with so*quickly and effec- 
tively as this one.” 

The presidential bureau declared to- 
day that the combined force of Gen. 
Gomez and Gen. Almada was the only 
rebel group in the field in. the. entire 
republic. The bureau was of the 
opinion that the rebellious troops could 
not number more than 1,000 or 1,500 
men. 
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1S FIRM AGHAST 
CHAMORRO CANBOAGY 


State Department Cites Nica- 
raguan Constitution as 
Prohibiting It. 


(Associated Press.) 

Any doubt Emiliano Chamorro may 
have as to the attitude the Washington 
Government might take in the event 
of his candidacy for the presidency of 
Nicaragua seemed to be set at rest yes- 
terday by the authorized statement at 
the State Department that American 
recognition would be accorded only to 
a Nicaraguan president elected in strict 
conformity with the country’s consti- 
tution. 

Pressed for the application of this 
policy in Chamorro’s case, the State De- 
partment called attention to a provision 
of the Nicaraguan constitution that no 
president who has been in office for 
even a portion of a term might be 
elected to the presidency at an election 
immediately, following the conclusion 
of that term. The same rule would 
apply, it was added, in the case of Pres- 
ident Diaz, who is now finishing out 
the term to which President Solarzano 
was elected. 

Gen. Chamorro also served a portion 
of Solarzano’s term when the latter 
was. unseated by a revolution. He has 
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since his visit of a few days ago to pay 
his respects to Secretary. Kellogg. 
question of his desire to run for the 
presidency in the election which is to 
be supervised by the United States next 
year did not come up in the course of 
his conversation with the Secretary. 
There is no question, however, that in 
the event he should run and be elect- 
ed, the Washington Government is pre- 
pared to deny him recognition on the 
grounds of his constitutional disability. 

Aside from the technical question of 
his constitutional qualifications there 
is little doubt that Washington officials 
feel certain that Chamorro’s reappear- 
ance in the political life of Nicaragua at 
this time would be a disturbing factor 
and tend to reopen the half-healed 
sores resulting from the bitter fighting 
between the major political groups in 
that country. There is no function to 
be exercised by the Washington Gov- 
ernment, however, in connection with 
selection of candidates in the coming 
presidential election, and whether the 
clearly indicated purpose of the Wash- 
ington administration to withhold rec- 
ognition from Chamorro in the event 
of his election will prove sufficient to 
keep him out of the presidential race is 
no’; now apparent.

CALLES’ LOSING FIGHT. 


The wholesale executions in Mexico demon- 
strate that the revolution has passed beyond 
the preparatory stage and is now testing the 
powers of the Calles government. Calles has 
concluded that merciless execution of all cap- 
tured leaders is the only means by which he 
ean hope to retain power; but the’ leaders 
spring up faster than he can lop off their heads. 
He sowed the wind when he attempted to rob 
the people of both their property and their 
liberties, under the impudent and mendacious 
pretense that he was seeking to distribute the 
nation’s lands to-its people. The peons now 
have neither land nor liberty. They are in 
worse condition than they were under any 
former regime. Calles’ inner ring of conspira- 
tors has succeeded in gathering in millions of 
Joét from rich Mexicans which was to go to the 
lafidless “pelados.”’ All, rich and poor, have 
suffered, and all are now hoping and praying 
that Calles will fall. They will give aid to all 
révolutionists in the field, and will become com- 
batants themselves if they have an oppor- 
tunity. 

The outcome of the clash between the fed- 
eral troops and those under Gens, Gomez and 
Amada is now awaited. The defeat of the 
revolutionists would postpone but not prevent 
the crisis that awaits Calles. If Gomez should 
defeat the Calles troops the revolution will 
probably develop rapidly through the army, 
which is ready to desert Calles. The Calles- 
Obregon combination is under the handicap of 
relying upon troops whose loyalty is in ques- 
tion, and which can be secured only by intimi- 
dation or purchase. The revolting troops, how- 
ever, are inspired by motives. that make for 
loyalty to their cause in the face of death. 
They will fight hard, and probably they will 
win over to their side many of their old com- 
rades who already sympathize with the revyo- 
lution. 

Thus, while Calles may postpone the inevita- 
ble by killing off revolutionary leaders, the 
prospect of his restoring order and retaining 
power is poor indeed. The Mexican people 
have decided to get rid of him, and they will 
not have Obregon as his successor, 


“AMOSKEAG” TO LIQUIDATE. 


No more convincing evidence of the change 
that has come in the textile industry of New 
England could be produced than the announce- 
ment that the ‘‘Amoskeag Co.,”’ of Manchester, 
N..H., is to be liquidated. This concern has 
been in continuous existence for 96 years, and

Fooling the public in this manner is not 
gopd business. If a radio set ready to operate 
can cost no less than $150 it should not be 
advertised .at $100. -As soon as manufac- 
turers realize and act upon this fact the good 
will with which the public looks upon radio 
will be considerably enhanced. 


BRITISH LABOR’S PIPE DREAM. 


The British Labor party yesterday adopted 
a resolution calling upon the Baldwin govern- 
ment to open negotiations with the United 
States looking to the settlement of all out- 
standing political questions between them, in- 
cluding drastic reduction of naval armaments, 
control of the seas in time of war, and the con- 
clusion of a treaty outlawing war between the 
two peoples. 

The resolution doubtless*represents the pious 
if illusory aspirations of the Laborites; but 
when they ask the Baldwin government to 
undertake this program they are evidently 
playing politics. Why don’t the Laborites re- 
serve their plan for hastening the millennium 
until they have gained control of the govern- 
ment, and then execute the plan themselves 
and get the credit for it? 

Prime Minister Baldwin and the ‘‘die-hard”’ 


majority of his cabinet will probably fight shy 
of making any overtures to the United States. 
The microphone at Geneva is still echoing with 
Britain’s refusal to reduce naval armaments 
after having entered into a conference for the 
avowed purpose of making an agreement to 
that effect. Mr. Baldwin has good reason for 
thinking that Uncle Sam, if approached with a 
proposal to discuss naval limitation, might re- 
tort: ‘“‘How am I to be sure that you are any 
more in favor of naval limitation now than 
you were in August?” 

‘‘Control of the seas in time of war’”’ is a ro- 
tund phrase, delightful to the ear of a pacifist. 
Do the British Laborites imagine that the 
United States and Great Britain can control 
the seas in time of war? The seas are supposed 
to be free, and the United States demonstrated 
to Germany that they are free to American 
vessels. The United States has no desire to 
deny to other nations the free use of the seas, 
in time of war or peace. The aggressions 
against American commerce by Great Britain 
while this Nation was a neutral are not forgot- 
ten, and naturally the refusal of Great Britain 
to agree to naval limitation acts as an incen- 
tive to Americans to provide a navy that can 
take care of American commerce hereafter. 
The last thing that the United States will do is 
to make an alliance with Great Britain for the 
control of the seas by the two powers. 

As for a treaty ‘‘outlawing war,” it.must be 
confessed that the British Laborites have a 
powerful auxiliary in Dr. N. Murray Butler, of 
the United States and the Carnegie Endow- 
ment. All*that Dr. Butler needs is the sup- 
port of his fellow countrymen in his laudable 
attempt to abolish war by treaty. With their 
help the Constitution can be amended by de- 
priving Congress of the power to declare war. 
As matters stand, a declaration of war would 
supersede a treaty as supreme law: so that 
Congress in a twinkling could rescue war from 
its despised position as an outlaw, and make it 
the supreme: law. Peace has often been out- 
lawed by Congress, and it will always be out- 
lawed when the United States is attacked. 

Nevertheless and notwithstanding these con- 
siderations, the British Laborites have evolved 
a plausible program with which to catch gul- 
lible votes and to embarrass the Baldwin gov- 
ernment, 


; YANKEES AGAIN. 

The New York Yankees defeated the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates yesterday afternoon by a score of 
6 to 2, thus making the world series game score 
Yankees, 2; Pirates, 0. This afternoon the 
New. York team has the additional advantage of 
playing on its home grounds: : . 

After the smoke of battle had cleared away 
yesterday, and the scorekeepers had finished 
tabulating their record sheets, it developed that 
the Yanks had outbatted the Pirates by 11 hits 
to 7, and that they had been charged with no 
errors as against 2 for the Corsairs.. Further- 
more, it appeared that Babe Ruth had not been 
credited With a single hit, and that his slugging 
companion, Lou Gehrig, had beén able to obtain 
but one. Three other members of the Yanks 
outbatted the slugging twins. 

Still the New York team as a whole was able 
to amass enough hits to win, and now it stands 
on the heights of accomplishment with two 
games safely tucked away. And two games is 
half the number a team has to win to be de- 
clared world champion.

THE COAST GUARD. 


Until the services of the Coast Guard were 
commandeered by the prohibition division its 
activities were little known to the public. Yet 
the Coast Guard is an important branch of the 
Federal service, The Coast Guard was all 
there was to the Navy in the days of President 


Washington. It was first called the Revenue 
Cutter Service. The duties of the “cutters” 
were to patrol the coasts, prevent smuggling, 
aid distress at sea, and generally to perform 
maritime police work. Later the Life Saving 
Service was consolidated with the Revenue 
Cutter Service, and the Coast Guard came into 
being. It has grown with great rapidity since 
it has been used so effectively in aiding the 
enforcement of the prohibition laws. .~But it 
still finds plenty of opportunities in other lines 
of activity. 

“Approximately 85,000 persons aboard ves- 
sels have been assisted, with the saving -or 
rescue of 15,000, and vessels with an aggregate 
valuation of $267,175,065 have been assisted 
during a period of five years,” according to 
Commander~Yeandle, aid to the commandant, 
Admiral Billard. Beside this, the Guard aided 
in the recovery of cargoes and derelicts, and 
returned to the owners property valued at more 
than $2,850,000, which otherwise would have 
gone to Davy Jones’ locker. 

In-time of war the Coast Guard is attached 
to the Navy, and its. vessels and crews have 
made honorable records in every war in which 
the United States has been engaged. It was 
a revenue cutter that carried the news of 
Dewey’s victory in Manila Bay. Coast Guard 


cutters—they are small cruisers today—were. 


of enormous aid as convoys to the transports 
that carried the expeditionary force overseas 
in 1917 and 1918. 

When the flood raged through the Valley of 
the Mississippi surfboats from the Coast Guard 
were rushed to the rescue, and thousands of 
people are alive today because of the aid af- 
forded. Twenty surfboats arrived at Natchez 
from the Atlantic stations before the crest of 
the flood reached that city. Before the flood 
subsided 674 officers and men and 168 vessels 
had removed 44,000 persons and 11,000 head 
of live stock to places of safety. 

There are still rum runners on the sea, but 
of the fleets once engaged in this profitable 
business 90 per cent have disappeared, owing 
to the vigilance of the Coast Guard. 


AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE, 


The first hearing for proponents of the pro- 
posed law to compel operators of motor cars 
within the District to carry liability insurance 
was held by a special committee of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce this week. Only a few in- 


dividuals attended. Later in the month a sec- 
ond hearing will be held, from which it is hoped 
that a more comprehensive opinion can be 
gained. 

Opponents of such legislation are well or- 
ganized and are prepared to wage a bitter 
battle to prevent its enactment. Their opposi- 
tion is based largely upon two grounds: First, 
that compulsory insurance would tend to re- 
move any feeling of personal responsibility on 
the part of motorists; and, second, that it 
would cost in the aggregate a considerable 
sum. These are seemingly important consid- 
erations, yet upon examination it seems un- 
likely that either is valid. 

It should be remembered that an insurance 
company does not have to accept a client. An 
individual known to be a poor risk would not 
be able to secure a policy. In that case he 
could not legally operate an automobile. The 
argument that compulsory insurance -would 
increase irresponsibility was used by opponents 
of a similar measure before it was enacted in 
Massachusetts, Their fears, experience has 
shown, were groundless. . 

The matter of cost also is of relative un- 
importance. For one thing, a large proportion 


of District motorists already insure themselves 


against liability to the person or property of 
others, and this class.would be affected not at 
all. Others would find the annual cost of driv- 
ing a little greater. As a statement of general 
principle, however, it might be held that no 


one has a right to own or operate an automo-. 


bile unless he is financially able to pay for any 
damage he may cause therewith. 

Today the person knocked down and seri- 
ously injured by an irresponsible and impe- 
cunious motorist has no recourse whatsoever. 
With liability insurance made compulsory ‘he 
would at least be assured of recompense for 
his hospital and doctor’s bills. Such a regu- 


lation should be made part of the local traffic 
code,

David Sarnoff, vice president and general) 
manager of the Radio Corporation of. America, 
| believes that the day is not far distant when 
manufacturers of radio sets will equip their 
products with all necessary accessories before 
they are permitted to leave the factory.

The aggressions 
against American commerce by Great Britain 
while this Nation was a neutral are not forgot- 
ten, and naturally the.refusal of Great Britain 
to agree to naval limitation acts as an incen- 
tive to Americans to provide a navy-that can 
take care of American commerce hereafter. 
The last thing that the United States will do is 
to make an alliance with Great Britain for the 
coutrol of the seas by the two powers. 

As for.a treaty “‘outlawing war,’ it must be 
confessed that ‘the British Laborites have a 
powerful auxiliary in Dr. N. Murray Butler, of 
the United States and the Carnegie Endow- 
ment. All that Dr. Butler. needs is the sup- 
port of his fellow countrymen in his laudable 
attempt to abolish war by treaty. With their 
help the Constitution can be amended by de- 
priving Congress of the power to declare war. 
As matters stand, a declaration of war would 
supersede a treaty as supreme law; so that 
Congress in a twinkling could rescue war from 
its despised position as an outlaw, and make it 
the supreme law. Peace has often been out- 
lawed by Congress, and it will always be out- 
lawed when the United States {s attacked. 

Nevertheless and notwithstanding these con- 
siderations, the British Laborites have evolved 
a plausible program With which to catch gul-

THE COAST GUARD. 

Until the services of the. Coast Guard were 
commandeered by the prohibition division tte 
activities were little known to the public, Yet 
the Coast Guard is an important branch of the 
Federal service, The Coust Guard was all 
there was to the Navy in the days of President 
Washington. It was first called the Revenue 
Cutter Service. The duties of the “cutters” 
were to patrol the coasts, prevent smuggling, 
aid distress at sea, and generally to perform 
maritime police work, Later the Life Saving 
Service was consolidated with the Revenue 
Cutter Service, and the Coast Guard came into 
being. It has grown with great rapidity since 
it has been used so- effectively in aiding the 
enforcement of the prohibition laws. But it 
still finds plenty of opportunities in other lines 
of activity. 

“Approximately 85,000 persons aboard ves- 
sels have been assisted, with the saving or 
rescue of 15,000, and vessels with an aggregate 
valuation of $267,175,065 have been ‘assisted 
during a perlod of five years,’ according to 
Commander Yeandle, aid to the commandant, 
Admiral Billard. Beside this, the Guard aided 
in the recovery of cargoes and derelicts} and

The oscillating audion is one of the 
principles by which broadcasting its 
made practical, while the feedback 
circuit is used on many receiving sets 
for obtaining added power. 

The inventions involve, it is said, 
probably a half billion dollars. Had the 
decision been in favor of any of the 
other claimants, the victor would have 
royalty claims against Dr. de Forest and 
others, it was explained. 

It is expected the case will be ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

The appellate court overruled the 
claims of the United States Govern- 
ment, which holds the assignment of 
the right of a patent to Alexander 
Meissner, a German inventor, claimed 
to have discovered the feedback and 
audion; those of the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric & Manufacturing Co. that Maj. 
Edwin H. Armstrong, a Columbia Uni- 
versity graduate, is the inventor, and 
the claims of the General Electric Co. 
that the vital radio discoveries were 
made by Irving Langmutr. 

The controversy over the ‘‘discoveries’’ 
has been passing through various courts 
for several years and had involved ex- 
penses running into hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. All four “claimants” 
have been declared the “discoverer” in 
one tribunal or another, but Dr. de 
Forest holds the greater number of 
“wins”’—four. 

What the practical effect is of today’s 
court’s decision is somewhat moot, for 
Judge Woolley, in his opinion, called 
attention to references of counsel in a 
suit between De Forest and the Radio 
Corporation of America, that should the 
court decide in Dr. de Forest’s favor it 
simply would mean that the Westing- 
house Co. and the General Electric Co. 
would be permitted to use the De For- 
est invention without the payment of 
royalties, since they have licenses from 
the American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co., to whom De Forest gave a license 
years ago, and that De Forest himself 
can practice the inventions.

Noel Wright, divorced wife of Frank 
Lloyd Wright, famous architect, to- 
day pleaded not guilty to a Federal 
charge of sending obscene matter 
through the mails, was released under 
$500 bail and ordered to appear for 
preliminary hearing Saturday. 

Mrs. Wright later appeared before 
State Attorney General John Reynolds 
and asked that he prosecute her former 
husband on a_= statutory charge. 
Reynolds referred Mrs. Wright to Gov. 
Zimmerman. Mrs. Wright claims her 
husband is living with Olga Milanov 
in violation of a divorce stipulation, at 
the Wright. home.

UF CONSERVATIVES 


British Convention Stormed 
by 1,500 Women Before 
Party Takes Action. 


EXPULSION OF RUSSIANS 
IS APPROVED BY COUNCIL 


Laborites Call on Baldwin to 
Settle All Questions Now 
Pending With U. S. 


Cardiff, Wales, Oct. 6 (A.P.).—The 
“flapper vote” proposition, as the equal 
Suffrage projejct in Great Britain has 
been termed, won a big victory at the 
conservative party conference today 
when a motion giving votes to women 
at the age of 21 instead of at 30 was 
carried by an overwhelming majority. 

In a party speech delivered at the Con- 
servative party conference tonight, Pre- 
mier Baldwin entered into a general de- 
fense of his government’s policy and 
welcomed the new note struck in the re- 
cent trades union congress, proclaim- 
ing faith in the policy of joint con- 
sultation in settling or avoiding labor 
disputes, but he gave no hopes for an 
early general election. On the con- 
trary, he spoke calmly of “‘the next two 
years of conservative government.” 

The prime minister said that he per- 
sonally would not hesitate to accept 
. the opposition’s challenge of an appeal 
to the country, but he thought that 
the country’s interests required a 
period of repose after three general 
elections in as many years. 


No Cause for Pessimism. 


Regarding trade prospects, Premier 
Baldwin said the country’s trade had 
a sheet anchor in the gold standa:d 
and there was no cause for pessimism. 

“I refuse to hang my harp on a weep- 
ing willow,” he exclaimed. 

Concerning the reform of the House 
of Lords, the premier promised that the 
government would consider its policy in 
the autumn and announce its decision 
later in the year. 

England’s political pot, which is be- 
ginning to bubble, simmered a little 
more today with the opening of the 
conservative party conference here. 

The three main subjects on the 
agenda are reform of the House of 
I@rds, equal franchise for men and 
women. and agriculture, but it was the 
“flapper vote fight” which brought the 
1,500 women delegates of a total of 
25,000 out early this morning to stand 
in long queues hours before the doors 
of Park Hall op&ned. As a result the 
women got the st seats for the an- 
ticipated row. 


Glad of Soviet Expulsion. 


In moving the council’s report, which 
was unanimously adopted, the presi- 
dent of the council, Sir Robert San- 
ders, said that there were two meas- 
ures upon which the conference wished 
to congratulate the Baldwin govern- 
ment and itself, namely the expulsion 
of the Soviet 
Arcos and the amendment to the trade 
union law. 

The conservative party hoped that 
the “socialist” party would make re- 
peal of these measures a vital issue at 
the next election, since that would 
make conservative success more certain, 
Sir Robert said. 


Labor Urges Talks With U. S. 


Blackpool, England, Oct. 6 (A.P.).— 
The Labor party today called upon the 
Baldwin government to reopen negotia- 
tions with the United States with a 
view to settlement of all outstanding 
political questions between them, in- 
cluding drastic reduction in naval ar- 
maments, control of the seas in time 
of war and the conclusion of a treaty 
outlawing war between the two peoples. 

The call was included in the foreign 
policy resolution adopted by delegates 
of the Labor party who are now in con- 
ference here. 

Resumption of normal political and 
trading relations with Russia on the 
basis of a reciprocal recognition of non- 
interference with each other’s affairs 
also was demanded in the resolution. 


Waits for Russian Action. 


Ramsay MacDonald, forfmer Labor 
premier, while favoring this dcmand, 
said that Russia had taken no effective 
steps to get into neighborly communion 
with the states of Europe. 

“Until the Russian government makes 
its relationship with the third interna- 
tional quite clear, that desirable step 
can never be taken,” Mr. MacDonald as- 
serted. 

He added that he was for a friendly 
policy toward Russia, but for a firm 
policy and would say to his Russian 
colleagues: “You must play the game 


and yourselves abandon imperialistic 
ideas.” 


Widower by Golf, His 
Plea in Divorce Suit 


Chicago, Oct. 6 (A.P.).—Golf has 
made a widower of him and orphans 
of his children, Walter J. Stein, invest- 
ment broker, declares in a divorce ac- 
tion against Mrs. Ruth Stein. 

In asking the custody of two sons, 
Stein charges they were left in the care 
of a maid for three days while Mrs. 
Stein participated in the Women’s 
Western Golf Association tournament. 

Mrs. Stein, through counsel, contend- 
ed that activity in clean athletics is a 
worthy example for parents ‘to set be- 
fore their children.

With it may we 
Buggest that only the hot biscuit and 
the lettuce salad be served, with the 
fudge cake as a dessert and the celery 
and olives as an accompaniment for 
this fish dish, which somehow ever 
Suggests to me the blows of autumn 
winds and the bright hues of the trees 
Later it may likewise accompany the 
sharp bite of a winter evening, but for 
the present there is, I am sure, suffi- 
cient bite to our autumn day to allow 
fish chowder. 


Stuffed Peppers With Egg 
(Without Meat) 


Select one large green pepper for 
each person to. be served and allow 
one egg to each pepper. Place in a 
mixing bowl (this provides for four 
peppers) a cupful-cooked rice, a half 
cupful carrots and string beans mixed 
and three tablespoonfuls melted but- 
ter. Add salt and pepper to taste and 
a few drops of onlon juice. Have ready 
the eggs, hard boiled and with the 
shells removed, and the peppers which 
have been prepared for stuffing by re- 
moving a slice at the stem end, clean- 
ing out the seeds and washing well. 


Parboil for a very few moments in 


salted water. Place a bit of the rice 
and vegetable mixture in the bottom 
of the pepper, stand the whole egg on 
it, fill in around the sides with more 
of the mixture, cover the top with it 
and in the opening at the top, in place 
of the cover, place a slice of lemon cut 


slightly thicker than for use in tea. 


Place upright in a baking dish, prefer- 
ably one that is just large enough to 
hold all the peppers and therefore keep 
them upright, and place in the oven 
with just enough moisture in the bot- 
tom of the baking dish to moisten the 
pan and keep them from sticking. 
Bake until the pepper softens and is 
tender when pierced with a fork. 


Fish Chowder. 


Have ready two cupfuls of flaked fish 
that has been previously cooked and 
have ready also two slices of bacon 
cut in small pleces. (May be omitted.) 


Place three and a half cupfuls of sweet 
milk in s saucepan ready to be scald- 
ed. Fry one thinly sliced onion in 
three tablespoonfuls butter, drop into 
the pan two medium-size potatoes, cut 
in small cubes and add enough water 
to cook the potatoes until they are 
soft. This will require very little water 
for finely cut potatoes cook !n a short 
time. When they are soft add the 
cooked fish flakes, the milk, which has 
been thoroughly heated, and the bits 
of bacon. Thicken with a bit of flour 
mixed with milk. More butter may 
be added to advantage. Cook for two 
minutes and serve at once. “Season to 
taste, of course, with salt and pepper. 

For the cabbage dish, buy a large 
head and use only half. There is a 
reason, namely, a new dish for tomor- 
row.

ful hardiness over winter. The 
one we have illustrated is simple in 
construction and is admirable for cov- 
ering boxwood, or any of the Japanese 
evergreens which are so apt to be dam- 
aged by winter weather. An interesting 
fact about the cause of the damage is 
that it is not due to the excessive cold, 
as many people suspect, but rather to 
either the breaking of the branches due 
to the weight of the snow and ice which 
might form on them, or to “‘sun-scald.” 


This sun-scald is shown by the burning 
of the foliage to a dull, sickly brown 
and is due to the effect of the strong 
rays of the sun, plus reflected light 
from the snow, shining on the surfaces 
of leaves which have been shut off from 
their regular flow of sap during the 


, | THERE are many: ways of protecting 


winter when the roots are inactive. 
Then, too, there is always danger from 
the strong winds of winter which shred 
even the finest leaves of evergreens 
when they are planted in an exposed 
place or near a corner. 

This temporary winter screen is made 
by using shingle lath to form a frame 
of the desired size. The top and at 
least three sides should be covered with 
burlap. In some instances it might be 
best to make the screen by nailing laths 
to the frame. This of course does not 
keep out the snow but it does break 
the force of the wind and help kill the 
glare of the sun. Still another effective 
method is to nail evergreen boughs, 
such as pine or hemlock where they 
are plentiful, over the frame. This of 
course makes it a little more sightly 
in the winter landscape.

credibility of the witness. All that l 
can say on that point is that he is a 
man of intelligence and that, so far as 
I can judge from his narrative and 
from his manner, he was trying to tell 
the truth with exactness. He appeared 
to be as free from bias one way or the 
other as any man could be under the 
circumstances. , 

The present Russian government will 
have been in operation ten years this 
October. They have a governmental 
health department under the head of 
an able health officer—Schemansk. 
We were speaking English, and I am 
not certain the professor knew just 
what was meant when I asked him if 
the health department ranked on the 
same level with war, finance, justice 
and other major departments. 


The government started with a defi- 
nite health program divided into stages. 
The first stage was the control of 
major epidemics such as_ cholera, 
typhus, plague and smallpox. That 
objective has been reached. These dis- 
eases are under control in Russia for 
the first time. The senior medical 
students are sent out to vaccinate 
during the vacation seasons. Vaccina- 
tion once every five years is compulsory. 

The next objective was to bring under 
control the contagious diseases of the 
second rank. Diphtheria is being con- 
trolled. Vaccination is being very ex- 
tensively used. They are having some 
success controlling scarlet fever.. He 
thinks syphilis is rapidly coming under 
control. Dispensaries and clinics are 
provided extensively. 


The next step in the health program 
is the control of consumption, trachoma 
and gonorrhea. These are very bad 
now. Consumption is much _ worse 
than it was before the war. Bad con- 
ditions of housing and of food supply 
have contributed to this. The prob- 
lem of the orphaned child has been 
most difficult, and this has contributed 
to the prevalence of consumption. But 
a dispensary, clinic, hospital and sani- 
tarium service is being provided, and 
they expect to show results in the con- 
trol of consumption before‘long. He 
made the same _ general statements 
about trachoma. 

The Russians are having the same 
rttrouble in. distributing physicians 
that we are. There are 4,000 physicians 
in Moscow with nothing to do. But, on 
the other hand, there are 10,000 good 
locations for physicians in the rural 
districts that are untaken and with no 
applicants. The engineering schools 
are full to overflowing. The medical 
schools are not filled. Engineers can 
get work around the cities. Young 
people do not want to study medicine 
and become country doctors. Half the 
medical students are women.

A typical 
case of five-card Major which would be 
bid by those who follow the unsound 
generalization, “Always take out your 
partner’s No Trump with a five-card 
Major suit headed by two honors.” That 
advice is sound when the two honors 
are any two of the three tops, or when 
the hand contains side strength; but 
No. 13 is lacking in both particulars. 
No. 14. Two Spades. While the Spade 
strength is the same as in No. 13 and 
side strength is lacking, this hand is 
a two-suiter. If South do not like the 
Spades and: rebids the No Trump, the 


suit him. With a two-suiter—even as 
weak a holding as in this case—the suit 
that fits the partner’s hand will surely 
work much better than a No Trump. 
No. 15. Pass. One of the most trying 
hands that a player can hold. The 
Spaces would almost surely work better 
than the No Trump, should the bid 
stand, but if Spades be bid, it is very 
probable that the No Trumper—being 
short in that suit and understanding a 
Major bid to be No Trump encourage- 
ment—would rebid the No Trump. In 
that case North must bid three with a 
terrifically weak suit that South has 
denied, or permit South to play at two 
No Trump without being able to render 
assistance. Neither alternative is at- 
tractive. 

No. 16. Three Hearts. While the hand 
has even less No Trump support than 
No. 15, it has a seven-card Major suit in 
which, no matter how weak, there is 
sufficient length to justify bidding 
three if South rebid his No Trump.

Board of Governors Approves 
of the Plans of New 
York Exchange. 


New York, Oct. 6 (A.P.)—Provisions 
for listing the stocks of foreign corpora- 


tions for trading ‘on the New York 
Stock Market were approved today at a 
special meeting of the board of gov- 
ernors of the exchange.

lation of certificates of deposit and the 
issuance of additional certificates on 
the deposit of additional shares. 

Applications for listing must affirm 
that there are no. governmental re- 
strictions against the payment of in- 
terest or dividends to American holders 
or against the payment. of proceeds of 
sale to an’ American holder who selis 
in the market of origin. 

Only companies in operation for at 
least two years may list their stocks, 
and provision is made against the list- 
ing of securities of foreign companies 
in default of any of it obligations. Se- 
curities of smal] concerns will not be 
listed. : 

The new rule provides that cer- 
tificates of deposit should be in regis- 


tered form only.

It is one of the 
things for which no cure has been 
found in baseball. 

As the situation stands now it looks 
to me like a short series.

eams back here. The outcome of the 
second game was plainly seen when 
Aldridge blew up and grew wild.

Kiki Cuyler Draws $12,000 Salary, But Idles 


While Bucs Lose—Schacht Is Pictured 


in Dilemma.

ITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 6—The Yan- 
Pp kees won another baseball match 

from Mr. B. Dreyfuss’ Pittsburgh 
concern, the Pirates, this afternoon and 
the customers of the local business 
house were so disturbed about it that 
they filled the air with unpleasant re- 
marks about their hero of recent date, 
Mr. Donie Bush, managing editor of the 
journalistic Pittsburgh team. The score 
was 6 to 2,-and the Yankees, for the 
second time in two days, scored three 
of their runs in the third inning, which 
is not only a coincidence but a sta- 
tistic, and therefore a paradox, as co- 
incidences prove nothing, whereas sta- 
tistics prove anything. 

It is surprising how many unpleasant 
remarks it takes to fill the air, even 
in Pittsburgh, where the atmosphere 
normally is so thick that it has to be 
taken with a knife and fork, and a 
sugar bowl, allowed to stand uncovered 
for fifteen minutes by a fast watch, 
looks like a load of screen coal. 


The customers were annoyed at 
Mr. Bush because he did not em- 
ploy an athlete by the name of 
Kiki Cuyler, who used to play mid- 
die field for the Dreyfuss firm, 
even as a pinch hitter in the 
eighth inning. Center field is called 
middle field in Pittsburgh, which 
is something else wrong with the 
piace. ° 


Of course, the customers everywhere 
have a great talent for being annoyed 
when the local firm is losing a base- 
ball match, so Mr. Bush probably was 
not much perturbed by the popular dis- 
pleasure, but Mr. Will Evans, the Ameri- 
can League umpire, representing those 
who take their baseball to heart, was 
very wrathy about it, indeed. 

“Can you imagine the customers do- 
ing that to a man who went out and 
won a pennant for them in his first 
year as manager?” Mr. Evans demanded, 
proving that he is still a very young 
man after twenty years behind the 
pneumatic shirt-front of the umpire 
and still examining the vagaries of the 
customers for motives. 

Some of the customers merely yelled 
“We want Cuyler,” which was an indi- 
rect .reproach to Mr. Bush, but others 
yelled “Boo” with a slight Pennsylvania 
Dutch accent, and there was nothing 
indirect about that. 


It appears that the City of Pitts- 
burgh is divided into two armed 
camps about the Cuyler matter, as 
I read something to this effect in

TRAIN CONTROL BY RADIO 
FORECAST BY BULLARD 


Tells Railway Association Del- 
egates Wires Along Tracks 
Might Be Used: 


ROGERS HEADS SECTION 


The use of radio in controlling the 
movement of trains is a likely develop- 


feasible, Rear Admiral W. H. G. Bull- 
ard, chairman of the Federal Radio 
Commission, declared yesterday at the 
closing session of the telegraph and 
telephone section of the American 
Railway Association. 

TT He said: 

x “Twelve years ago I was approached 
‘ by one of the big Western railroads 
and asked to develop a scheme by 
which it could control its dispatching, 
and the communication between en- 
gine and caboose of its long freight 
trains, by radio. 

“T advised against it at the time. 
Now, however, the state of the science 
renders it a perfectly feasible propo- 
sition to install and operate these new 
devices. However, each small wave 
will clutter up the air, and if all the 
railroads in the country were opera- 
ing ‘mobile stations’ on their trains 
the atmosphere would be jammed full 
of wave lengths, which would be an 
extremely difficult proposition for the 
radio commission.” 

Admiral Bullard, however, expressed 
the belief that the development would 
come. It would be attended by marked 
changes. The ultimate result prob- 
ably would mean elimination of the 
taking of train orders. 

The engineer could communicate 
with the dispatcher while in motion, 
and moving trains could communicate 
among themselves. Communication 
between the engineer and conductor in 
the caboose of long freights would 
elminiate the necessity of the present 
signal. 

Admiral Bullard suggested the radio 
control of trains be developed along 
the line of wired wireless, in which 
the telephone wires along the tracks 
would be used, with the engineer and 
conductor provided with sets which 
would send and pick up through the 
wires. The same communication could 
be established this way as through 
broadcasting. And the wave-length 
confusion would be avoided, he said.

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“AGAINST JAPANESE 
BEETLE 15 PLANNED 


Quarantine as Section or Part 
of Infested Area Discussed 
by U. S. Board. 


ACTION MAY INCLUDE 
WHOLE OF MARYLAND 


Barriers About Capital Will 
Protect Virginia From 
Infestation by Pests. 


The District will be quarantined, 
either as an isolated section or as a 
part of the whole infested area, to pre- 
vent the further spread of the Jap- 
anese beetle. it appeared certain yes- 
terday following the hearing conducted 
by the Federal Horticultural Board in 
the National Museum as to the ad- 
visability of quarantine. 

Although the decision of the board 
has not been made, and when made 
must be forwarded to the Secretary 
of- Agriculture for final approval, it 
appeared probable at the hearing’ that 
either infested sections would be quar- 
antined as isolated areas, or the whole 
of Maryland ard the District would be 
added to the quarantined area. 

In either case the District will be 
quarantined to protect the remainder 
of the country, Virginia especially, from 
the District. However, if the District 
is quarantined as an isolated area, the 
District gates will not be thrown open 
to increased infestation from the areas 
of New Jersey and Pennsylvania, since 
the quarantine barriers on these areas” 
will be maintained in their present 
places, it 1s explained. The matter, 
however, has not been settled. ’ 


Areas May Be Combined. 


If the District is thrown open, then 
the whole of Maryland separating the 
District from the highly infested region 
will be thrown open, since there is no 
reason for opening up a section to in- 
creased infestation through free com- 
merce of carrier materials, except the 
better convenience of keeping the in- 
spected area intact, and the impropriety 
of conducting a separate inspection in 
each small isolated area in which the 
pest occurs. 

The whole or greater part of Mary- 
land and the District may be added to 
the already quarantined area and the 
entire section thrown open to increased 
infestation. This would enable the Bu- 
reau of Entomology, on a broad scale, 
to better carry on its fight against the 
pest. The practicability of such a pro- 
gram is proved by the fact that this 
was the question under debate at the 
hearing. 

Whatever the form of the quarantine, 
its actual conduct would be the same 
in Washington. The usual custom of 
placing inspectors at the boundaries of 
the quarantined area to prevent the 
e£dmission of anything likely to carry 
Japanese beetles to other sections prob- 
ably would be put into effect, it is said.
